From the Advocate of Freedom. 
Troubles in Liberia. 

The New-England Christian Advocate ac- 
knowledges the receipt of a pamphlet, pub- 
lished by theM. E. Missionary Society. There 
is a serious dispute between the Governor of 
the colony & the Methodist misstonaries,( Mr, 
Seyes especially,) in relation to paying duties 
on goods imported for the use of the mission. 
Here is the Governor’s charge: 

ist. That he refused to pay aclaim made 
opon him for deties upon goods imported for 
the mission in the ship Saluda, after having 
promised to pay them,verbally and inwriting. 

2d. That he and ‘all the missionaries,’ ex- 
ceptbrother Jayne, atlended and participated 
ina town meeting,at which seditious and rev- 
olutionary resolutions were passed; said mee- 
ting having been notified in all the church- 
es, and held ina school-house belonging to 
the mission. 

Sd. That the missionaries are guilty of pro- 
pogating seditious doctrines, tmtended to se- 
duce citizens of the colony from their alle- 
giance to the government: of opposing the 
lawsand coniemning the constituted author- 
ities of the colony ; and of thedesigo of sub- 
the civil power the absolute 
dominion of the Methodist church. 

These three items may be said to embrace 
all the charges of Gov. B. against Mr. Seves 
and the missionaries ; and in communicating 
them, the Governor demands the immediate 
‘expulsion of Mr. S. and Dr. Gohen,’ as the 
only alternative of his own resignation and 
abandonment of thecolony. He assures the 
Board that he is soimplacable and inexora- 
ble that he ‘ shall neither 
concessions in regard to the missionaries ; and 
adds his purnose to employ ‘ physical force,’

The erounds on which Mr. Seyes 
resisted the payment of this claim have 


been already stated. Not that he denied the 
authority of the American Colonization 
Society, of Gov.

But the act 
exempting gocds and merchandise imported 
by the missionary societies from duties, ex- 

st ‘used in the way of trade’ having passed 


by theeolonial legislature, had been sanc- 
tioned by the Board of the American Colon- 
zation Society, and thus become a law. 


But the Governor obtained from the Board a 
resolution, passed subsequenily, interpreting 
the law, and after Mr. Seyes had agreed to 
pay the demand he learned from members of 
the legislature who made the law that the 
demand was illegal and the enterprelaizon of 
the Board at home, not only unconstitution- 
al, but in vivlation of the true intent and 
meaning of the act of the colonial council; 
and they warned him of the consequences of 


his submission to this unlawful demand, ! 


since it would subject him to imprisonment, 
and confiscation of property as well as bur- 
den the mission with an annual tax for 
license, and a fine of forty dollars for every 
Mission station in the colony. It wasunder 
these circumstances that Mr. Seyes resisted 
the demand as an unlawful one, and the re- 


sult of the trial confirms the justice of his! 


opinion. 

It remains to be seen whereunto this mat- 
‘er willgrow. Weadda single remark at 
this time.
